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Council. — 1954  was  the  year  for 
nominating  the  council  for  a further 
three  years.  There  were  no  changes 
and  we  are  pleased  that  Dr.  the  Hon. 
C.  W.  H.  Lansdown  has  agreed  to 
remain  as  president. 

Auditors. — We  are  very  grateful  to 
Messrs.  A.  R.  W.  Whiteley  for  their 
valuable  help  in  auditing  our  books. 

Readers. — There  were  329  people 
reading  Moon  and  Braille  including 
21  non-Europeans  and  20  juveniles. 
Four  of  our  readers  died. 

We  supplied  books  to  three  schools 
and  three  institutions  when  requested. 

One  reader,  Miss  Cunningham,  was 
very  helpful  in  teaching  Braille,  and 
in  proof  reading.  We  regret  that 
she  has  returned  to  England.  We  are 
grateful  to  her  for  giving  us  a 
quantity  of  music  and  some  pandas. 

One  reader  writes,  “I  want  to 
thank  you  and  your  very  efficient 
staff  for  yet  another  year’s  service 
and  understanding.  I would  like  you 
to  know  that  I appreciate  what  is 
being  done  for  me,  and  others,  by  all 
you  dear  people.” 

Another  reader  begged  us  to  get 
him  a Christopher  Fry  play  to  read. 
We  managed  to  borrow  one  from  the 
Students’  Library,  Royal  National 
Institute  for  the  Blind.  He  was  very 
pleased,  but  says  of  the  play,  “It  was 
rather  like  a very  rich  cake  and  per- 
haps too  heavily  studded  with  fruit 
and  nuts,  and  must  tax  the  attention 
of  the  playgoers.” 

MUSIC 

We  are  grateful  to  Mrs.  Westell, 
who  week  by  week  sent  music  records, 
and  now  that  she  is  oversea,  Mrs. 
Rennie  is  kindly  carrying  on  the  work. 
Mr.  Eduard  Venter  writes  an  appre- 
ciation of  this  service.  He  says, 
“During  the  past  nine  years  the 
library  has  helped  me  greatly  to  get 


acquainted  with  the  works  of  the 
great  masters,  and  in  shaking  off 
moods  of  depression.  I have  listened 
to  the  compositions  of  Bach, 
Beethoven,  Mozart,  Schubert,  etc.  I 
send  my  heartfelt  thanks  for  this 
invaluable  service,  and  say  with  the 
poet,  “Music  is  the  wine  of  life”.

“And  then  came  Spring”,  “A  Place  to 
Stand”,  “The  Young  Queen”. 

LOAN  BOOKS 

We  continue  to  borrow  from  the 
National  Library  for  the  Blind, 
London,  for  50  of  our  readers,  and  we 
pay  a subscription  of  10s.  a head. 

Circulation. — 10,584  volumes  were 
circulated,  an  increase  of  1,567. 

Magazines. — We  take  39  magazines 
with  extra  copies  of  the  most  popular 
ones;  6,971  magazines  were  circu- 
lated. Most  of  these  come  from  over- 
seas. One  comes  from  Worcester. 
This  is  “Die  Nuwe  Pionier”. 

We  contribute  £20  a year  towards 
the  production  of  this  bilingual 
magazine. 

Plastic  Braille. — We  hear  from 
London  that  experiments  are  still  con- 
tinuing for  the  production  of  plastic 
Braille,  but  it  is  far  from  perfect  yet 
and  will  certainly  not  replace  the 
usual  method  of  writing  Braille  for 
some  years  to  come. 

TALKING  BOOK  DEPARTMENT 

The  number  of  readers  on  the  roll 
on  December  31  was  161,  though 
actually  204  had  read  during  the  year. 
Ten  readers  had  died. 

We  received  ten  new  machines,  and 
as  we  had  14  in  hand  from  the  end  of 
1953,  and  several  old  machines  were 
returned  to  us,  we  were  able  to  sup- 
ply machines  to  35  new  readers. 

Seventy-six  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  five  records  were  circulated,  in- 
cluding the  Reader’s  Digest  (an  in- 
crease of  9,921).  These  records  are 
the  gi'eatest  boon,  as  we  know  from 
letters  received.  One  reader  writes, 
“Very  best  thanks  for  the  joy  you 
have  brought  into  my  life.  These 
records  are  just  like  having  a dear 


companion  beside  one.  The  last  one, 
“Bishop’s  Mantle”,  was  a lovely  book. 
This  from  a very  grateful  person.” 

PUBLICITY 

During  the  year  we  had  two  broad- 
casts about  the  library,  one  in  “Radio 
Mirror”,  and  another  in  the  Afrikaans 
programme.  Mrs.  Varder  has  helped 
by  giving  talks  about  the  library  to 
schools  and  societies  in  Pietermaritz- 
burg. 

Rotary  has  befriended  us  in  no 
small  way.  Mr.  McGahey  spoke  at  the 
Regional  Rotary  Conference  and  as 
one  result  of  this  through  the  East 
London  Rotary  Club,  the  trustees  of 
the  Crewe  Trust,  gave  £1,000  towards 
our  building  fund.  Rotary  clubs  all 
over  the  Union  are  working  on  our 
behalf  and  we  are  very  grateful. 

The  Press  has  helped  us  and  we  do 
appreciate  their  help,  and  especially 
that  of  Grocott’s  Daily  Mail. 

BENEFACTORS 

Miss  Gould  was  always  interested 
in  our  work,  and  in  the  early  days 
sometimes  lent  a hand  to  enable  a 
member  of  the  staff  to  get  a holiday. 
In  1930,  she  organised  a stall  for  our 
blind  readers  at  the  Grahamstown 
Arts  and  Crafts  Exhibition,  thereby 
enabling  them  to  sell  their  work  and 
to  win  prizes.  She  always  subscribed 
liberally  to  our  funds  and  has  left  us 
£250. 

Mrs.  Rose  Innes  was  a good  friend 
to  the  blind,  and  especially  to  the 
blind  Guides.  As  Distinct  Commis- 
sioner of  Guides  in  Oudtshoorn  in 
1927,  she  learnt  Braille  in  order  to 
correspond  with  blind  Guides.  Later, 
she  put  a number  of  books  into 
Braille  for  the  library.  She  left  us  a 
legacy  of  £50. 

SPECIAL  DONATIONS 

The  Sunnyside  and  Arcadia  Read- 
ing Circles  in  Pretoria,  both  very 
active  survivors  of  the  S.A.  Reading 
Union,  which  was  started  50  years 
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ago,  sent  us  money  which  had  been 
deposited  in  the  Post  Office  Savings 
Bank.  They  felt  that  by  helping  us 
they  were  supplying  the  needs  of 
those  who  cannot  enjoy  ordinary 
reading  matter.  We  are  most  grateful 
for  their  cheque  of  £239  13s.  9d. 

A consulting  engineer  in  Johannes- 
burg, reading  of  the  extension  of  the 
library,  and  of  our  need  of  financial 
help,  sent  a special  donation  “in 
appreciation  of  the  pleasure  and 
assistance  the  library  had  given  to 
his  late  father. 

BUILDING  EXTENSION 

Our  building  extension  was  finished 
about  July,  but  unfortunately  the 
shelving  was  not  completed,  as  the 
wood  sent  was  not  according  to 
specifications,  and  there  was  a long 
delay  in  getting  the  right  wood. 

Rhodes  Rag  kindly  gave  £100 
towards  the  shelving. 

The  whole  cost  of  the  shelving 
amounted  to  £1,098  16s.  7d. 

DURBAN  CONFERENCE 

The  library  was  entitled  to  send 
four  delegates  to  the  bi-ennial  meet- 
ing of  the  S.A.  National  Council  of 
the  Blind  in  Durban,  but  unfor- 
tunately three  of  the  delegates  were 
unable  to  attend.  We  are  very  grate- 
ful to  Miss  Spurting  for  representing 
us  and  giving  us  an  excellent  report. 

GRANTS 

We  have  received  grants  from  the 
Department  of  Education,  Science 
and  Arts  ,from  the  provinces,  from 
the  S.A.  National  Council  for  the 
Blind,  from  St.  Dunstan's,  from  three 
Divisional  Councils,  and  from  25 
Municipalities. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  Mayor 
of  Grahamstown  for  bringing  the 
needs  of  the  library  before  the  recent 
Municipal  Congress. 

Gifts  and  Other  Help. — Collecting 
boxes  in  public  libraries  brought  in  a 
substantial  sum.  Pretoria  State 


Library  headed  the  list  with  £15  9s. 
7d.  and  Port  Elizabeth  came  next  with 
£15  Is. 

Street  Collections.  — Plettenberg 
Bay,  arranged  by  Mrs.  Newdigate, 
sent  £10  10s.  lOd.  and  Grahamstown, 
arranged  by  Mrs.  K.  Graham,  £36. 
We  thank  them,  and  their  helpers,  and 
also  Modern  Printing  Works,  who 
kindly  gave  the  flags. 

Schools. — Six  schools  have  contri- 
buted, including  three  local  ones.  We 
have  had  help  from  churches,  from 
various  clubs  and  from  societies. 

Several  people  have  subscribed  to 
the  Building  Fund.  We  are  very 
grateful  for  all  the  help  we  have  had 
from  public  bodies,  and  from  private 
donors,  and  for  special  help  from  the 
Eastern  Province  Guardian  Loan, 
from  the  Standard  Bank,  and  from 
the  staff  of  the  local  Post  Office,  as 
well  as  from  the  drivers  of  the  vans 
who  collect  our  books. 

TREASURER’S  REPORT 

At  the  end  of  1963  our  cash  assets 
amounted  to  £6,016  and,  as  we  had 
decided  to  enlarge  our  premises  and 
estimated  that  the  cost  of  this  would 
absorb  the  greater  part  of  our 
accumulated  savings,  we  made  a 
special  appeal  to  subscribers  and 
friends  to  enable  us,  not  only  to  con- 
tinue to  add  to  our  stock  of  books 
and  records  but  also  to  build  up 
gradually  a fund  to  provide  for 
further  extension  of  our  building  in 
the  future. 

This  appeal  met  with  a most  grati- 
fying response  for,  as  you  will  see 
from  the  published  accounts,  not  only 
did  our  ordinary  revenue  from  dona- 
tions, subscriptions  etc.  exceed  our 
running  expenses  by  a record  figure 
of  £1,168,  but  we  received  special 
donations  amounting  to  £1,623. 

Our  published  accounts,  which  are 
drawn  up  on  a cash  basis,  do  not 
refl'’ct  the  whole  of  our  capital  expen- 
diture incurred  during  1964  but  the 
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following  figures  will,  I hope,  make 
the  present  position  clear.

We  are  therefore  in  the  satis- 
factory position  that  after  having 
paid  for  our  new  building  we  still 
have  cash  assets  of  £3,000  and  if,  as 
we  hope,  our  normal  revenue  con- 
tinues to  exceed  our  running  expenses 


by  a substantial  amount  we  should  be 
able,  not  only  to  continue  to  pur- 
chase new  books  and  records,  for 
which  the  demand  continues  to  grow, 
but  also  to  accumulate  gradually,  as 
we  did  before,  funds  to  enable  us  to 
pay  for  future  extensions  to  our 
building. 

The  fact  that  during  the  three 
years  ended  December  31,  1954,  our 
normal  capital  expenditure  on  books, 
etc.,  amounted  to  nearly  £3,000, 
about  £600  more  than  the  excess  of 
our  ordinary  revenue  over  running 
expenses  shows  the  extent  to  which 
we  have  in  the  past  been  dependant 
on  special  gdfts  and  bequests  to 
enable  us  to  increase  our  stocks  and 
continue  to  render  good  service  to 
our  readers  and  listeners.  We  hope 
therefore,  that  our  friends  will  con- 
tinue to  support  us  as  generously  as 
they  have  done  in  the  past.

Sy  het  vir  ons  ’n 
erfenis  van  £50  nagelaat.
